A Live Issue 
The vice p resident of a large p ub­ 
lic utility says that tax ation is 
a 
live i**uc. It seems a live issue for 
the big corp orations, but it is no less 
so for the smallest tax p ayer. 
One-seventh of the income of the 
American p eop le now goes to tax es. 
The p eop le are p aying three times as 
much p er cap ita 111 tax es as 
they 
did in 1912 -an increase of 300 p er 
cent ill twelve years. 
These ar.e facts that should be re­ 
membered when the legislature con­ 
venes. Most 
legislation 
increases 
tax es. Few laws are enacted which 
do not imp ose added ex p ense up on 
the tax p ayer. Few laws carrying tax 
levies are ever rep ealed. Thus the 
tax burden mounts. 
There seems to be little p rosp ect 
of lowering tax es any ap p reciable 
amount ex cep t through mak ing tax a­ 
ble the $32,000,000,000 invested in 
securities, the incoiir1 from which 
is ex emp t from federal tax es. 
But this is the least of the 
evil. 
It has been determined

six ths of the tax -fuee securities are 
issued by cities, counties and other 
local governments. Thus cap ital that 
should be invested in tax able p rop - 


The federal government can not 
tax 
the 
incomes 
derived 
from 
state, municip al and other local se­ 
curities, without amending the con­ 
stitution. It would require a 
long 
time to add such a p rovision to the 
constitution, but such action would 
mak e local securities less inviting, 
even if states did not mak e 
them 
tax able.

The vice president of a large pub- 


lic utility says that taxation is a 
live issue. It seems a live issue for 
the bijr corporations, but it is no less 
so for the smallest taxpayer. 


One-seventh of the income of .the 


American people now goes to taxes. 
The people arc paying three times as 
mu<-h per capita in taxes as 
they 


did in 1912—an increase of 300 i>cr 
cent in twelve years. 


These auc facts that should be re- 


membered when the legislature con- 
venes. Most 
legislation 
increases 


tax'es. Few laws are enacted which 
do not impose added expense upon 
the taxpayer. Few laws carrying tax 
levies are ever repealed. Thus the 
tax burden mounts. 


There seems to be little prospect 


of lowering taxes -any appreciable 
amount except through making taxa- 
!)!<• the $32,000,000,000 invested in 
securities, the income from which 
is exempt from federal taxes. 
' But this is the least of the evil. 
It has been determined 
that five 


sixths of the tax-1'ucc securities arc 
issued by cities, counties and other 
local governments. Thus capital that 
should be invested in taxable prop- 


erty does not bear its stare of the 
expense of government. 
' . 


The one bur problem of all gov- 


ernment, whether federal, state, 
county or niunkipal, is to reduce-ex-' 
penditures and increase receipts. 


Economy in government, which 


means cutting down expenses, can 
be accomplished only by curtailinsr 
legislation and checking *he in- 
crease of. tax-exempt 
securities, 


which arc rcsltonsible for the mount- 
ing pdblie' debt. 


The federal government can not 


tax 
the 
incomes 
derived from 


state, municipal and other local se- 
curities, without amending the con- 
stitution. It 'would require a long 
time to add such a provision to the 
constitution, but such action would 
make local securities less inviting, 
even if states did not make them 
taxable.
